comments may be made at the beginning of the hearing. Those wishing to make oral
public comments may do so by following the instructions listing on the PSC website,
psc.ky.gov.”

3. Sebree Solar shall file notice of the scheduled hearing with the Siting Board
in accordance with the provisions set forth in 807 KAR 5:110, Section 9.

4. At any public hearing in this matter, neither opening statements nor
summarization of direct testimonies shall be permitted.

5. Pursuant to KRS 278.360 and 807 KAR 5:001, Section 9(9), a digital video
recording shall be made of the hearing.
